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ſaying of Montezuma Emperor of Mexico, who declared 
that Pi Progemtors were Strangers as well as the reſt of 
the Mexicans,as by the uſe of divers Welch words amongſt 
them obſerved by Travellers; the ſtory adds, that Ma- 
doclefr ſeveral of his People there, and coming home, 
returned back with ten fail fu'l of W: /chmen, yet 1t 15 cer» 
rain there are now left very few footſteps of this Brit- 
th expedition, and no figns thereof were found at the 
Spaniards Arrival; they indeed uſed a Croſs at Camana, 
and worſhipped ir ar Acunamil, bur without the leaft 
memory or know'cdge of Jeſus Chriſt, and the Wilch 
words are very few, which might happen by chance 
to any other Language. Mr, By ewpood, and other learn- 
ed writers are of Opinion, that America received her 
firſt Inhabitants from thoſeeparts of Aſrz, where the 
Tartays firſt inhabited the Coaſts of both Countreys,

A certain Carave! failing in the Oc 2n, was CQ770e 
by a firong Exft wind cf long conrinuance ro an un- 
known Land never mentioned in the Maps or Charts 
of that Age; rhis Ship was much longer in return'ng 
than going, ſo thar all the company periſhre by famine 
or other extremiries, except the Vilor, and three or four 
Mariners, who all likewiſe died ſoon afrer their arrival, 
leaving to Columbys their Landlord their Papers, with 
ſome account of cheir. Diicovcries ; the time, place, 
Countrey, and name of this Pilot 1s uncertain, ard 
therefore other Authors affirm it to be a fable or Spari/i 
contrivance, as envy ing that an Ttalian and Forre)gner 
ſhould have the glory of being the firſt diſcoverer 07 the 
Indies, and the more judicious Spaniards account 1t 2 
Tale, and give a more proavle Relation thercot, and

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derraking, and not the Pilots Papers or reports ; For 
they write, that Chriſtopher Colon or Columbrrs, was born 
at Ni in the Territories of Genoz, and bred a Nari- 
ner from his Child-hood, trading into Syria and other 
Eaſtern Countries, after which he learnt the art of 
making Sea Cards, ai went to Portugal ro acquaint 
himſclf with the Ceafts of Africa, and there married ; 
In ſayling about theſe Seas, he obſerved, that ar certain 
ſeaſons of the year, the winds blew from the Weſt, for 
a great while together, and judping thcy came from 
ſome Coafts beyond rhe Sea, he was ſo concerned, rh1at 
he reſolved to make a Trial thereof ; He was now for- 
ty years old, and propounding to the State of Geno2, 
thar if they would furniſh him with Ships, he would 
find a way by the Weſt to the Iſlands of Spices, they re- 
zeced it as'a dream oriidle fancy ; Being thus fruftrate 
of his hopes, he goes to Portuga!, and communicates 
his deſign ro Kivg Alpherſys, but with the fame ſucceſs ; 
upon which he ſent his Brother Bartholomew Columbrs, 
to King Henry the Seventh of England, to follicit his 


atiſtance, while himiclt Wwetit 1nto $7421, to 1mptore 


aid of the Calilians, 

Bartholomew was unhappily razen hv Pirates 1n his 
vava2* to Englaze, io robbing him and- his company 
of all they nea, he ar length arr.ved, 2nd was forced to 
gerta mean livelyhocd by making Sea Cards, and in a 
ſhorr 11me preſcrirs a Map of the World to King Henry, 
with his Brothers offer of diſcovery, which the King 
pi:dly accepted, and ſent for him 1nto England ; Bur 


4 he had ſped inhis ſeit before in Spain, for coming thi- 


ther, and conf2rring with two able Spanith Pilors they 
adviſed him to apply himſelf to the Dukes cf Medina 
Sidoma, 8nd Meairs Cali, who giving him recommen- 
dition to the {Queens Conſefior, he arrived at the Courr 
of Caſti!s, in 1485. but F:rdinando and Tſabtlla-rhets 


} King and Queen of Sp4in, being ingaged hotly iti-che 


Wars of Graraaz againſt the Moors, he at firſt found 
bur cold entertainment. Thus he continued for ſome 
WRE 1N 2 ncan and conemprible Condition, ij] at 

length 
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length the Archbiſhop of Toltds procured him audi- 
ence, where he was favourably received, and promit- 
ed diſpatch upen concluding the Wars in Granada, and 
accordingly he was furniſhed with three Caravels at 
the Kings charges, and fixtcen thouſand Duckers in 
money. o 

In 1492.Auguſt 3. Columbus accompanied with about 
one hundred and Twenty Perſons, ſet ſail for Gomera, 
one of the Canary Iſlands, where having retreſhe, after 
many days, they encountred the Sea called Sargaſſo, 
from an Herb like Sampire, wherewith it is ſo covered, 
that1t appears like a green Field, with empty berries, 
hke a Gooſeberry, and 1s.ſo thick,that theWarer cannor 
be ſeen, hindring the paſſage of the Ship, without a 
firong wind; theſe weeds are thought ro reach to the 
bottom of the Sea, though there exceeding deep, and 
above four hundred miles diſtant from the Coaſt of 
Africa ; This ftrange accident much furprized the $).4- 
mards, and had occaſioned their return, had nor the 
ſight of ſome birds incouraged them with hopes of Land 
not far off ; After thirty three days fayling, deſpairing 
of ſucceſs, the company mutined, threatning to 
throw Colamb::5 into the Sea, diſdaining that a Gerouſe 
ſtranger ſhould rhus abuſe them, but at length by fofc 
words, and ſtrong promiſes he qualified their anger. 
Oft. 11. following, one Roderigo di Triana, cried out, 
Laid, Land; the beſt muſick that Colwnbus could de- 
fire, who to pacify the Spaniards, had ingaged, thar 1i 
no Land appeared in three days he would then return; 
one of the company the night before had deſcried bire, 
which raiſed his expeRartion of having ſome preat re- 
ward from the King of Spain, of which being truitrate 
at hisreturn, he in a rage renounced his Chriſtianity 

and rurned Moor. | 
Wit Tears of Joy, the late mutinous Marimers be- 
hold the deſired Land, and they that Yeiterday were 
ready to deſtroy, now as far diſtratted with contrary

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On ſhore they go, and felling a Tree, maxe a Croi 
thereof, which they chere erefted, and rook poſſeſſion | 
of this New World, in the name of the Catholick King; 
They firſt landed 1n an Iſland called Gyan) :n1, one of 
the Lycat, which Columb's named'St. Saluadore, from 
whence he ſayled to Baracoa, an Haven on the North 
fide of the Iſle of Cha, and landing, inquired of the 
Inhabitants for Cip.,rz0, or Fapan, which they under - 
ſtanding to be Cib42o in Hſþnisl2, where are the richeſt 
Mines, they made f1zns to them that they were in Hai, 
which name they gave to Hiſpaniola, and ſome of chem 
went with him thicher 3 bur no earthly joy 1s vithour 
ſome diiaſter, for here their Admiral ſplit upon a 
Rock, but the men were ſaved by the help of other 
Ships 3 This happened on the North part of H'ſpanio!a, 
where they ſaw ſome Inha!zitants, who for fear of 
ſtrangers, inſtantly tled into the Mountains : One wo- 
man they got,whom they uſed kindly, giving her mcart, 
drink and clothes, and fo diſmiſſing her, who declaring 
their civility to the reſt, they ſoon came in Troops to 
the Ships, judging the Spaniards ro be ſome Divine Na- 
ion ſent from Heaven; Though before they thoughr 
them Canibals or Man-eaters, and ſuch indeed they 
afterward proved in ſome ſenſe, not leaving in ſome 
few years afcer their arrival above two hundred Indiaxs, 
alive,of four Millions that before inhabiced theſe Coun- 
UW1CS, : 

Before the diſcovery of this Ifland by Columbus, the 
People were informed thereof by an Oracle, tor ore 
of their Kings being very 1mportunate with their Zemes, 
or Gods, to know future events, faſted five days toge-. 
ther, ſpending his time 1n continual mourning ; Afcer 
which che Z-mes declared ; That ſome years * there 
wouid arrive a ſtrange Nation,clothed, bearded,and armed with 
ſizing Swords,which would ca: a man aſunder in. tht middle, 
290 ſhould atſtroy the anciantÞ:.:25 of thiir Gods, aboliſh their 
Ceremonies, and ſlay thiir Children. Ini remembrance of 
which Oracle they compoſed a ſolemn Elegy, which 
upon. Holy day: t!:2y uſed mournfully to fing. Nothing

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more pleaſed the Spaniards chan the Gold, which che In- 
nocent Inhabitants exchanged with them for Belle, 
Glaſſes, Points, and other Trifles. Columbus got leave of 
the King of H:/paniclz to build a Fort, and leaving 38 
S»aniaras therein, taking with him ſix [:4ians, he re- 
turned to Sp4in,and was highly careſſed by the King and 

. and being honoured with the Title of Admiral, and 


 Inriched with the Tenths of the Spani/h gains in the Þ:- 


di:zs, he1s ſent a ſzcond time ( with his Brother Bartho» 
lomew, who was made Vice-Roy of Hiſpaniolz, ) with 
ſeventeen fail of Ships, and fifreen hundred men; 
when he arrived, he found all his men were murdered 
by the Indians, who laid the blame on their infolent 
carriage toward them. 


Columbys now built the Town of Iſabella, and after- 
ward Saint Domingo, and Fort St. Thpmas, but in berh 
laces the Spaniards died of Famine; for the Indians 
e1ng unwilling to have ſuch Neighbours, refuſed to 
plant their Maiz and Jucca, and fo itarved both them- 


ſelves and their new Gueſts. Ar this — the Spaniards + 


got that terrible diſeaſe cailed ſince the French Pox, of 
the Indian women, and in requital brought among them 
a more mortal and infe&ious diſtemper, thac 1s, the 
Small-Pox, which deſtroyed Thouſands, and was utteriy 
unknown before in that Countrey. Afrer this Co/umt:is 
diſcovered Cuba, Jamaica, and other adjacent Ifles, and 
hkewiſe part of the main Land of America; He repaired 
his Fleet at Jamaica, where ſome of his men were fick, 
and others murinous, which the Indians obterving, re» 
fuſed ro bring him in proviſions, whereupon beln} 
firaitned, he thought of this Stratagem, lfer,dit:y 
for ſome ofthe Iſl inders, he aſſured rhein, that ut they 


did not furniſh him with neceflarics, the Divine: wrath 


would conſume them, a token wh: ccof would be, ttiat

within two days, the face of the Moon fhould be darit- 

ned, at which time he knew there would be an

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Ing to happen accordingly, they came and humbly 
ſubmirred themſelves to him, offering all the Aſſiſtance 
and ſupplics he defired. Another time ſome difference 
happening among the Spaniards, Columbus ſent a Letter 
ro reduce them to Peace by forme of the Indians, who had 
extraordinary reverence tor it, thinking the Paper to 
have ſome Spirit or Deity incloſed in it, whereby they 
could underſtand one anothers minds ar fo great d1- 
 ſtance.Celumbus ar length returning info Spain, he there 
" died in 1506, and was buried at Sevi/ z atter whoſe ex- 
ample ſeveral others made further Diſcoveries, til at 
laſt this New World, 1s now almoſt wholly come to the 
knowledge of the 01d. | 
I.Among other greatAdventurers Hernanao Cortes may 
be recorded, who in 1485: failed out of Spain, being 
4 bur 19 Yearsold, to the Iſland of St, Doniuge, where 
4 being kindly received by 0vando the Governour, he 
4 diſcovered many new Provinces, and deſigned farther 
\ Weſtward,becauſe he heard there were Mines of Gold; 
& . andhaving firſt made the Inhabitanrs Swear Allegiance 
| tothe King of Spzi4, ro whom he ſaid the Monarchy of 
the Liniverſe did belong, he Sailed up the River Tawaſco, 
where a Town which ſtood thereon refuſing him Vi- 
Guals, he took and plundred it ; the Idians hereat in- 
raged, raiſed an Army of Forty Thouſand Men, bur 
Cortes by his Horfeand great Guns, ſoon defeated them, 
they 1magining the Horie and Man to be but one Crea- 
ture, and when they heard them Neigh, thought the 
Horſes could ſpeak, and inquired what they (aid, the 
Spaniaras anſwered, theſe Horſes are very much off ended 
J with zoufor fighting with them, and would have you ſeverely 
Appt; the Innocent Indians hereupon preſented Ro- 
J "-lesand Hens tothe Beaſts, deſiring them to eat, and 
topardon their Miſcarriages. The Spaniards named this 
Town V:&ory, containing near twenty five thouſand Hou- 
les, ,many of them Built of Lime, Stone and Brick ; ke 
then ſailed farther Weſt to St. John de Ulla, where the 
Governour of the Country came to him, with four 
Thouſand'[:4izns, adoring and burning Frankincenſe 


and. 
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the 
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and little Straws dipt in his own blood to Cortes, and 
then preſented him ViRuals, Jewels, Gold, and curt- 
ous works of Feathers, which Cortes requited with 2 
Collar of Glaſs, and other things of ſmall value ; a Wo+ 
man Slave given him at the Town of YVifory,was his In- 
terpreter, by whom Cortes informed the Governour, 
that he was Servant to the greateſt Emperour upon 
Earth, at which the other much wondred, thinking 
there had been none ſo mighty as his Soveraign Mon- 
tema Emperour of Mexico, ro whom the Governour 
ſent the Pitures of theſe bearded Men, their Horles, 


1) Apparel, Weapons, great Guns, and other Rar1- 


ties, Painted in Cotton Cloths, with an account of 
their Ships and numbers, which were conveyed by Poſts 
to Mexico ina day and a night, though wo hundred 
and ten Miles diſtance. 

Cortes aſked the Governour whether Montezuma had 
any Gold, who anſwered him, yea, Tam very glad of 


| it, ſaid Cortes, for Tand my Companions are troubled with 4 


Diſeaſe at the Heart, to which Gold 1s the only Sourrargn Res 
may, and therefore we defire him to furniſh us with the great- 
tft quantity be can poſſsble of that Mettal. Montezuma upon 
receipt of thoſe things, ſent back Cotton Clochs of di- 
vers Colours, many tuffts of Feathers; with two 
Wheels, each two yards and an halt broad, one of Sil-

- was ſunk, with part of a houſe they deſigned to erc< 
there, the men were all ſaved, and the other Ships 1n 
much danger by the ſeverity of the Ice, Fogs, and 
Snow. Theſe Iflands of Ice ſeem to be congealed in 
the winter furcher North in ſome Bays or Rivers, the 
waters thereof being freſh, and the Sun .melting the 
rops of the Ice rills of freſh water run down, which 
mceting rogether make an indifferent Stream; theſe 
Rocks being by the ſummers Sun looſed and broken 
from their natural Scituation, are carried whither the 
ſwift Current and che outragions Winds drive them. 

| Some. of theſe Icy Rocks or Iſlands are half a mile 
\ A>our, and tuuricore fathoms above water, beſides the 
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unknown |; 
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unknown depth beneath, the uſual rule being, thar 
only one part of ſeven is ſeen above water ; ftrange 18 
their multicude, more ftrange their deformed Shapes, 
bur moſt ſtrange, that inſtead of deſtroying, they ſome- 
times ſave both men and Ships, ſuffering tt.e mooring 
of Anchors, entertaining them with ſports, .s walking, 
leaping, ſhooting forty miles from Land wichou: any 
Veſſel or Ship under them, preſenting them wich run- 
ning S:reams of freſh water ſufficient to drive a Ml, 
The People repreſentthe Tyrtarsin apparel and living. 
Ir 1s colder here in 62, than 1n tcn dc grees farther 
North, which happens from the cold North Eaſt 
Winds, which brings this ſharp Air off the Ice ; The Na- 
tives are excellent Archers, they wear the Suns of 
Deer, Bears, Foxes, Hares, and of Fowls (owed toge- 
ther; in the Summer the hary fide ourwar(, inthe 
Winter inward, yer many go raked; they ſhoor Fiſh 
with their Darts, and kind!e Fire by rubbing two 
ſiicks rogerher ; The Beaſts, Fowls and Fiſhes they kill, 
are their Houſes, Bedding, Meat, Drink, Hoſe, Shoes 
Apparel, Sails Boats, and indeed all their riches ; 
they ear all things raw, yea Gratis and Shrubs, and 
ſuck Ice to farisfy their chirſt; there is no ficſhor fiſh 
which they find dead, though never fo filchy, bur they 
will take 1t up and eat it, yer ſomrimes they parboil 
their meats in lictle kercles made of Beafts Skins, the 
bloud and water they drink, and lick the vicody Knife 
with their Tongues, and ule the ſme remeay tor cu- 
ring their wounds, that is, licking them only with rhetr 
Tongues.

They have great plenty of Fowl, our men killing 15 
hundred in one day; they have thicker Skins, and :.07e 
Feathers than ours, which requires them to be tica'd

In 1577. Sr. Fravis Drake made 1s Voyage abg 
rhe World,in which to his immortal Fame andHonoy 
he was the firſt Commander of note that incompaſſ 
this Globe of the Earth, and returned ſafe home agair 
For though Ferdinand Magellan had diſcovercd t 
Streights which yer bear his name, and had gone fa 
yet he lived nortro return home, being (lain at che 
luccs Iſlands. while he was reducing them to the ox 
dience of his new Maſter the King of S/7ain. This Vo 
age made Drake ſome amends from the Spaniards, ta 
ing and rifling many Towns, and divers rich prizes1 
Sea, as at Valparaiſo in the South Sea, where he took 
Ship loaden with Wines,and as much of the fineſtGole 
of Baldiviaccounced the beſt as amounted ro thir 
ſeyen Duckets of Spanh Money, beſides Silver andc 
ther goods of value. At Tarapaca on the ſame Coaſts, he 
met with thirteen bars of pure Silver valued art fou 
Thouſand Duckets, and after that with ezght hurdrec 
Pound weight of Silver laden to Panama upon certall 
Shcep of America, as big as Aﬀes, which they ule fc 
Burden. At Arica they rifled certain Barks and other 
fmall Vefſcls which they found in the Porr, and too 
out of them, beſides other Merchandiſe, fifts, icven 
wedges of pure Silver, every 'ohe tv.enty : ound 
welghr, and amounting 1n all co one hundred and torty 
pound weight of $11ver.

About break of day we marched again, and got over 
the great River of Pecomptuc;there the Inaians marked 
out upon Trays the ' number of their Caprives and 
and Slain, as their manner 1s: Here I was again in 
great danger, a quarrel arifing. whoſe Caprive I was, 
and [ was afraid I muſt be killed to end the Contro- 
verſie; they then afked me whoſe I was, I (aid, three 
L:dians took me, fo they agreed to have all a ſhare in 
me 3 I had now three Mafters, bur the chief was he 
who firſt laid hands on me, which hapned to be the 
worft of the company, as Aſhptlon the Indian Caprain 
rold me, who wasalways very kind to me, and a great 
comfort to rhe Engliſh. In this place they gave us Vi- 
Quals which they had brought away from the Engli, 
und ren Men were again ſent out for more plunder, 
ſome of whom brought Provifion, others corn out of 
the Meadows upon Horſes ; from hence we went upa- 
bour the Falls, where we crofi that River again, when 
t fell downright Lame of my old Wounds received 1n 
the War, bur the apprehenſion of being killed by the 
Ihatans and what cruel death they would pur me to, 
ſoon frighted away my pain, and I was very brisk aga'n- 
We had eleven Horſes in that Company, which carried 
Burdens, and the Women ; we Traveled up the Ri- 
ver ill Night, and then took up our Lodging in a dif 
mal Poor being laid on our Backs and ftaked down, 
in which poſture we lay many Nights together, the 
manner was, our Arms and Legs being ſtretched our, 
were ftaked faſt down, and a Cord put abour our 
Nezks, ſo that we could not poſſibly ſtir ; the firſt 
Night being much tired, I ſlept as comfortable as ever, 
the ne xt we lay in the Squahag Meadows, our Proviſion 
was ſoon {penr, and whilſt we were there, the Indi -15 
wenra Hunring, and the Engliſh Army came out after 
us. Then the [ndians moved agaio, dividing themſelves 
and the Captives into many Companies, that the En- 
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26h might not follow their Track. Ar Night havin 


WW; Ty River, we Met again at the place appointed, 


crofſc 
the next day we repaſſed it, where we continued a long 
time, which being about thirty Mile ayove 54: 22, the 
Indians were quite out of fear of the Englih, but much 
afraid of the Mohawks, another fort of [:414%s, Enemics 
to them., 

Ia this. place they built a long Wigwam, and had x 
great Dance, as they called 1r, where it was conclud- 


ed to burn three of us, having provided Bark for thar 


purpoſe, of whom, as I heard afterward, I was to be 
one, Serjeant Plympton -nother, and che wife of Ben- 
jamin Wait the third ; I knew not then who they were, 
yet I underſtood ſo much of cheir Langyu-ge that FT 
perceived ſome were deſigned th:rero 3 That night 
1 could not ſlzep tor fear of the next days work, the 
bdians weary with dancing lay down and f1-prt ſoundly; 
The Erglih were all looſe, whereupon I went out for 
Wood an1 m:nded the Fire, making a noiſe on pus 
po'e but- none awaked, I thought if any of the Eng1i/1 
ſhauld wake we might kill them all {1:eping, ro which 
end I removed our of the way all the Guns andHatchets, 
out my heart failing I pur all chings where they were 
gun. Thc next day when they intended to burn us 
our Miſter and ſome others ſpoke for us, and ihe 
Evil was prevented ar this time z we lay here aour 
three weeks, where I hid a ſhirt brought me to make, 
one Indian faid it ſhould be made this way, another 2 
different way, and a third his way, whereupon | told 
them would make it according to my cheife Maſters 
Order 3 Upon this an [4iaz truck me on the face with 
bis Fiſt, l ſu.ldenly roſe in anger rorerurn it again which 
raiſed a great Hubbub, the Indians and Englib coming 
250ut me, I was fiin to humble my ſelf ro my Matter 
which ended the matter. Before I came to this place 
my three Maſters were gone a hunting, and [ was ktfc 
with only one Indias ( all the compaay being upon 4 
March ) who fell fickx fo that I was fain to carry h:s 


Gun and Hatcher whereby I had opporcunity to have

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diſpatcht him, bur did not becauſe the Englih Captive: 
had -ingaged the contrary to each other, ſmce if one 
ſhould run away it would much 1ndanger the remainder; 
whilſt we were here Berjimin Steobins, going with 
ſome Indians to Wachuſet Kills mage his eſcape, thetid- 
ings wherecf cauſed us all be called m and buund, 
One of the 1:dian Captains and always our great ſriend 
met me coming in and told me Stebb3ns was run away, 
and the Irdiars ſpoke of burning us, ſome were only 
for burning our fingers, arid then biring them cf; He 
ſaid there would bea Court and all would ſpeak their 
minds, but he would ſpeak Jaft and declare, Tha 
the 1:4ian who ſuffered Stebbins ro make his eſcape wa 
only 1n fault, ard bid us nor fear any hurt ſhould hap 
Pen to vt, and ſo it proved accordingly. 

Whilſt we lingred hereabout, Proviſion grew ſcarce, 
one Bears foot muſt ſerve five of us a whole day, we 
began to cat Horsleſh, and devoured ſeveral Horks 
_ three only being left alive. Art this time the Idan 

kad fallen upon#Hadly where ſome of them being 
raken were releaſed upon promiſe of meeting the 
Englih on ſuch a Plain co make further Terms. Cap- 
tain Aſbpalon vias much for it but the Sachims cf Was 
ſet when they came were apainſt it, yer were wiliing to 
meet the Engliſh only to fall upon and deſtroy them. 
_ Aibpaton charged us Engliſh not ro ſpeak a word of this, 
ſince miſchief would come of it. With theſe 1ndians from 
Wackuſit there came above fourſcore Squaws or Wo- 
men, and Childien, who reported the Engli! har 
taken Unc. and all his men, and ſent them beyor. 
the Seas, whereat they were much inraged, aſking 
us 3f ir were true, we denied ir, which made A/hp.ion 
angry ſaying he would no more believe Engliſhmen ; 
hey then examinedevery onea part aad dealt wore 
with us -for a time than before : Still Proviſion was 
ſcarce, at length we. came to a place called $quar 
Mazg Riter where we hoped to find Salmon, but came 
t00, late, this place I reckon 200 miles above Deerfield,

they ſaw thar, they ſaid there was a Surgecn with. the 
French, that could cure me, then they took me upon a 
Sled, and carried me to the Fire, making much of ge, 
proges my wet, aud wrapping me in dry Cloths, 
ying me in a good Bed; they had killed an Orrer, 
and gave me ſome of the Broth, and a bir of the Fleſh, 
here I flept till toward day, and was then able to ger 
up, and put on my Cloths ; one of the Indians awaked, 
and ſeeing me go, ſhouted as rejoicing at it. As ſoon 
45 It was light, I and Samuel Ruſſel went afore onthe Ice 
upon a River, they ſaid I muſt goon Foot as much as 
I could for tear of Freezing, Ruſſe ſlipt into the River 
kIhone Foot, the Indians called him back, and dried 
bis Stockings, and then ſent us away with an Indian 
Guide, we, went four or five Miles before the reft of 
the Indian overtpok us, I was then pretty well ſpent, 
Riſſel was faint, and wcrdred how I could 


live, for he ſaid he had ten Meals to my one; I was 


then ]aid on the Sled, and they ran away with me cn 
the Ice, the reſt and Ryffel came ſoſtly afrer, whoſe 
Face I never ſaw more, nor know what became of 
him. About Midnight we got neer Shamblee a French 
Toa n where the River was open; when I came to Tra- 
vel, I was ror able, whereupon an Indian who faid 
ith me would carry me a few Rods, and then I would 
g0 as many, telling me 1 would dye if he d1d not carry 
me, and that I muſt cell the Engliſh how kind he was. 
When we came to the firſt Hcuſe there was no [n- 
habitant, the Indian and 1 were Loth ſpent and diſccu- 
raged, he ſaid we muſt now borh die; ar laſt he letc 
me alone, and got to another Houſe, from whence came 
ſome French and Indians, who broughe me 1n, the 
French were very kind, putting my hands ard feer in 
cold Water, and gave me a diam of Brandy, with a 


litk -pudd} Milk ; when I taſted Vi- 
tte Haſty-pudding and MK 3 Quals 
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Quals, I was very hungry,>but they would not ſuffer 
me to eat too much ; 1 lay by the Fire with the 1;

Indians laying, that the French loved the Engliſh better 
than the Indians. The French preſently turned the 
Hidians out of doors, being very careful of me, and all 
the men in the Town came to ſee me; here I con- 
rinued chree or four days, and was invited from one 
Houſe to another, % > + 5. hy go civility from a young | 
man, who ler melie in his Bed, and would have bought 
me, but that the Indians demanded an hundred pound; 
we travelled to a place called Surril, hither this vouny 
man accomparaed me, to prevent my being abuſed by 
the Inatans, he carried me on the Ice one days Jour- 
ney, for now I could not go at all, when we came to. 
the yer the Pzople were kind. Next day being in 
much parn, I afked the Þrdians to carry me to the Chy- 
rurgions, as they had promiſed, whereat they were 
angry, one taking up his Gun ro knock me down, but 
the French would not ſuffer 1t, falling upon them, and 
kicking them our of doors ; we went away from therice 
to a place two or three Miles off, where the Fndians had 
Wigwams, ſome of whom knew me; and ſeemed 
to pity me; while 1 was here, which was three 
or-. four days, the French came to ſee me, and 
tt being Chriſtmas time, they brought me Cakes 
and other Provifions; the Indians rried to cure me, 
but could not 3 then I afked for the Chyrurgion, at 
which one of them in anger ſtruck me on the face wih 
his Fiſt, a Frenchman being by, who ſpoke to him ſome 
words, and went his way ; ſoon after came the Captail 
of the place to the Wigwam, with about twelve Arm- 
ed men, and aſked where the Indian was that firuck 
the Engliman, and ſeizing him, told him, he ſhould po 
to rhe Bilbces, and thea be hanged : The Indiaxs were 
much terrified at this, as appeared by their counte-

He Iſland of Montſerrat received that Title of 
the Spaniards from the reſemblance of a Moun- 


tain therein to that of Montſerrat neer Barcilma in + 


Spain, and hath retained the nameever fince ; It 
of a ſmall extent,nor above three Leagues or nine Miles 


' In kength, and neer as much in bredth, ſo that it ſeems 


almoſt round. Ir lies in the Latitude of ſeventeen dc- 
prees on this ſide the Line, ful! of mountains whereon 
grow plenty of Cedar and other Trees:The Yalieys and 
plains being very fertile. Ir is chictly 1niabited by 
the Fiſh, with ſome Englilh, in all about fix or ſeaven 
hundr2d perſons ; There is in it a very fairChurch of a 
delightful ſtru&ure, built by che contributions of rhe 
Governor and Inhabitants : The Pulpit, Scats, and af 


| the Joyners and Carpenters work within it are of the 


moſt precious and ſweer-ſcented wogd growing r.«he 
Countrey, : : 

On the Coaſts of theſe Iſlands there 1s ſometimes 
taken by the Fiſhers a Monſter ſo dreadiul that they 
call it the Sea-Devil about four foot long and propor- 
tionably big, it hath on the back a great burch tu/l 
of Prickles Nke an Hedghog 3 The Skin thereof 15 hasd, 
nneven and rugged like that of a Sea-dog and of a black 
colour, rhe head 1s flax and on the upper part hath 
many little rifings, and among them wo ſmall very 


black eyes. The-mourh is extream wide, with ſeveral 
very ſharp Teeth, two of them crooked Nke a Wild 
Boars, it hath four Fins and a btoad forked Tail; bur

aretwo little ſharp black Horns, which turn toward his 

baek like a Rams; As this Monſter 1s extream ugly, 
the Meat of it, which 1s ſoft and full of ſtrings, is ab- 
ſolute Poyſon, cauſing ſtrange Vomitings and Swoon- 
ings, which prove mortal 1f not prevented by a good 
Doſe of Mithridate or ſome other Anridote, this dange. 
rous Creature 1s only deſired by the curious to adorn 
their Cloſers, whereby it happens that this Devil who 
was never profitable while alive, gives a little ſatisfaGi. 
on to their Eyes aſter death. 

The Sea Unicorn 1s a Fiſh no leſs Miraculous, © Pro- 
digious one, being caſt aſhore about theſe Iſlands, 1z 
thus deſcribed by an Ingenious occular Witneſs ; This 
Unicorn, ſaith he, was purſuing a ſmaller Fiſh with 
ſuch carneſtneſs and impetuohity, that 1t ſiuck with 
half the body dry on a Sand-bank, -and before 1t could 
recover the deep, was deſtroyed by the Inhabitants ; 
Tt was about eighteen Foot long, and in compaſs as big 
as .2 Barrel. having fix great Fins hike the ends oi Gal- 
ley Oars, whereof two were placed near the G1)!s, and 
the other four at the ſides of the Bclly at equa] d1jtan- 
ces, they were of a Vermillion red Colour; Al] theup- 
= part of the Body was covered with great Scales as 

out the bigneſs of a Crown peice, of a blew Colour, 
intermixt with Spangles of Silver, near the Neck the 
Scales were cloſer, and of a dark Colour like a Collar ; 
The Scales under the Belly were yellow, the Tail 
Forked, the Head ſomewhat bigger than that of a 
Horſe, and near the ſame ſhape ; The lower part of 
the Body was covered with an hard dark Skin, and as, 
It 15 ſaid, the Land Unicorn harh one Horn in his Fore- 
head, fo this Sza Unicorn had a very fair one iſſuing out 
of his Head about nine Foot and an half in length, it 
was very fireight, and grew ſmaller to the very point, 
which was ſharp enough to peirce Wood, Stone, or 
any thing more hard: Toward the Head it was fixtcen 
Inches about, and from thence almoſt to the end way- 
ed like a wreathed Pilar, growing (ſmaller till they 
gently ended ina point, it was naturally poliſhed of 2

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ſhming black, marked with certain ſmall white and 

yellow ſtrokes, and of ſuch ſolidity, thata ſharp File 

could hardly get a little ſmall Powder trom 17, It had

The "fn are about the bigneſs of an 

Hens Epp, the Ball which was of a Skie Colour, Enas- 
meld wich yellow, was of Vermillion Colour, and be- 
yond 1r another as clear as Chryſtal ; The Mouth was 
ide mough, with (everal extream ſharp Teeth ; The 
Tongue proportionable, covered with a rough red 
kin; Upon the Head,was a Crown riſing rivo Inches 
above the Skin, made Oval, and. ending ina point. 
Above three hundred Perſons cat of the Neat of it, 
and thought it exceeding delicate, being Inter-larded 
1th white fat, and when Boiled, came up in Fleaks 
likefreſh Cod, but of a more excellent taſt ; Thoſe 
who ſaw it alive, and broke its back with Leavers, at- 
hired that he made prodigious atrempts to thruſt 
them with his Horn, ufivgit with much nimbleneſ and 
dexterity, and if he had not wanted Water, would 

ve been too hard for them all, within him they 
yaa the (cales of ſeveral Fiſhes, a token that he hved. 
y prey, 

Of all the Sea-Monfſters that arc good to cat, and 
Kept for Proviſion as Salmon and Cod are in Fxr-perhe 
moſt eſteemed in theſe Iſlands 1s a certain Filh by the 
French called Lamantine and Manaty; It 1s a Monſter 
that in time grows to that bulk thar ſome of them are 
eighteen foot in length and ſeven in bigneſs,the hcad 1s 
like a Cow, and from thence termed by ſome the 57a- 
Cow,with ſmall Eyes and a thick Skin of 4 dari cO.vur 
wrinkled and hairy, which being drycd ferves for 4 
Buckler againſt the Arrows of the Indians. They have 
no Fins, but inſtead thereof two ſhorr teet under their 
Bellies, each of which hath four fingers, vEry Weak tO

'4 teendegrees and thirty Minutes, judged to be 
In length about thirteen Leagues or forty Mile and not 
much leſs 1n |readth where it is greateſt.On the Weſt- 
ſide of the Iſle is a very convenient Harbour for Ships. 
It ts very Mountainous 1n the midſt which incompalles 
an inacceſlible bottom, where frcm the rops oicertain 
Rocks may be ſeen an infinite number of Vipers, Dra- 
gons and other dreadtul venemous Creatures, whom 
none dares approach unto. Yer there are many fruic- 
ful valleys producing ſeveral commodities, but elpeci- 
ably Tobacco which is planted by the Engliſh, bur the 
Natives who are Canniba!s and very barbarous do 
much hinder the coming of the Engliſh to ſettie there : 
For the Cariveans are very numerous 10 it, and have 
a long time entertained thoſe who came to viſit them 
wich a ftorv ofa vaſt and monſtrous Serpent which 
had its aboad in that bottom, affirming that there was 
on the head of ic a very ſparkling ſtone ke a Carbun- 
cle of ineſtimable price, and that ir commonly covered 
this Rich Jewel with a thin moving Skin ike that of a 
mans Kye-lid, but that when it went to drink or you 
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ed it ſelf within the midft of that dcep bottom he fully 
diſcovered jt, and that the Rocks & all ahout received; bb 
a wonderful luſtre from the Fire 1fluing out of that pre yay 
cious Crown. 

The Supream Perſon of this Iſlanl was heretofore 
one of the moſt conſiderahle among thote of the ſame 
Natton, for when all their forces march«4d nur againſt 
the ArozagurstheirCommonEnemies of theContinerit,ke 
had ſl the condu& of the Van-gnard, and vas knoyn 
by a particular Mark which he had about kim , When 
any French ſhips come neer this Iſland there are 1mme- 
diately ſ<cn ſeveral Canows in cach of which th.cre are 
are three or four Idians ar the moſt who come to d!- ih 
rect themto the Havens where they may falcly An 
chor, They commonly bring along with them ſorre of fp 
the Countrey fruits, whereof having preſented the Cp- 
tains and other Officers with the choiceſt, they cer 
the reſt in exchange for Fiſhing hooks, grair.es of Chrts þþ 
fialand ſuchcritles as they Account precious, They 
have had ſome differences with the Eng1i!/» upon the 
account of damage received from ſome particular Ver: 
fons which though our nation hath proteficd avaſt, 
yer their reveng is ſo implacable that they hardly 
ever forgive nor paſs by any injuries 3 And upon this 
Account next the Arovageson the Continent of .+1.vid þ 
the greateſt enemies the Caribbeans have are the Frg- 
6h, which enmity took his riſe from hence, thar ſome 
W! principled Engliſhmen under the Flags of orher Na- 
tions having by pretended kindneſs, and little pifrsand 
AquaV ite whichthey dearly love, got divers of the Car 
Tarvears aboard their Ships, when they ſaw their Vel{l 
ful of theſe poor people who never dreamt of ſuch 
Treachery, carried away men, Women and Children 
into their Plantations, were they are ſti! kept {laves.

He Iſland of St. Vincent Hes in ſixteen Degrees 

North from the Line, and 1s about twenty four 
Miles long, and eighteen broad, wherein are ſeveral 
high Mountains, between which are very fruitful 
Plains, yielding abundance of Sugar Canes, which 
grow naturally withour Planting ; It 1s well watred 
with Rivers, and hath ſeveral good Harbours and Bays 
for Shipping 3 The Engliſh have here ſome Planrati- 
ons, bur they are neither very conſiderable nor pow= 
erful herein, it being the moſt populous of Caribeans, 
of any poſſeſſed by frhem, who have here many Fair 
Villages,where they dwell pleaſantly and without any 
diſturbance, and though they are jealous of the Stran» 
gers that live about them, and ſtand on their Guard, 
when they come tq their Roads, yet they do not deny 
Cafſavy Bread, Water, Fruits, and other Proviſions 
growing in their Country to them that want them, 
taking in Exchange, Wedges, Hooks, and other Im- 
plements of Iron, which they much eſteem.

Mankind ; yet they believe ritere are a number of good 
and evil Spirits, the good are their Gods, and every 
one imag1ns rhat their 1s one of rhem particularly de- 
ſipned tor his conduR, yer will not acknowledge them 
Creators of the World, an:1 when the Chriſtians tefl 
them, we adore that. God who made Heaven and 
Earth, and cauſeth the Earth topring torch Fruits and 
Herbs for our nouriſhmenr, they anſwer; [t rs true thy 
God hath made the Heaven ana the Earth of France, ( or 
ſome other Conntrey that they name ) and cauſes the W heat to 
grow there, but our Gods hat made our Countrey, and canſe 
our Manioc to grow; T his Manioc is a Root of a ſmall 
Trtt or Shruv, whereof the Caribeans make Bread. When 
they recover of ſome Diſeaſe, they ſeta little Table at 
the end of their Hutts, and upon it their offerings, but 
without any Adoration or Prayers, yet they invocate 
their falſe Gods, when they defjre his preſence, but 
this 15 done by the Prieſt, and thar upon four occaſions; 
To dtmand Revenge, To bt healed of Diſe:ſes, To bnow the t- 
vent of thiir Wars, To invocate tbem to arive away the great 
Devi! or Maboya, for they never pray to him ; His 1n- 
vocation is by {inging ſome words and burning Tobac- 
co, the ſcent whereof is fo pleaſant, rhat it makes ths 
little Devil appear, and when ieveral Prietts call upon 
their ſeveral Gods together, as they ſpeak, theſe Gods 
or rather Devils rail, quarrel, and ſeem ro fight with 
each other ; Theſe Demons ſhelter themſelves, ſome- 
times in the Bones of dead Men taken our of the Graves 
and wrapt in Cotton, and thereby give Oracles, fay- 
ingir is the Soul of the Deceaſed Perſon, they make uſe 
of them ro bewitch their Enemies, the Sorcercrs 
wrapping up theſe Bones with ſomerhing that belongs 
to the Enemy. 

Theſe Devils do alſo ſometimes enter into the Bo-

Theſe poor 
wretches complain that ſometimes Maya hears them 
ſeverely, which though ſome impute to Melarcholy 
Dreams, yet other Perions of Quality and exquiſite 
knowledge, who have long lived in St. Virc ents Iſland, 
do afhrm that the Devils do effeRually bear them, and 
that they often ſhew on their Bodies the vitivle marks 
of the blows they have received, and they ſometimes 
make horrid complaints of his cruelty, ſaying, 7». 
he us of late mightily incenſed againſt the Caribeans, ac+ 
counting the Europeans bappy that their Maboya «loes 
not beat them. Mounfieur Morte!, who hath been ofc 
preſent at their Aſſemblies, and converſt much with 
the Inhabitants of Sr, Vincent, gives this Teſtimony 
upon this ſad occaſion. Notwithtanding tit ignorance and

This curſedSpirit it is that inflames them to at 
ſuch cruelty upon their Enemies taken in War, in re- 
Jating whereof we had need dip our pen in bloud, be- 
10g to draw a Picture which muſt raiſe. horror in the 
beholder; In this thegg appears nothing bur Inhuma- 
nity, Barbariſm, and Rape; to ſee rational Creatures 
cruelly devouring thoſe of the ſame kind with them, 
and filing themſelves with their fleſh and bloud, 4 
thing which Pagans heretofore thought ſo full of Exc- 
Ccration that they imagined the Sun withdrew 


himfclt 
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himſelf becauſe he would not give light to ſuch bloudy 
banquets. When theſe Cannivals or Eaters of men ( which 
is here their proper names) have brought home a 
Priſoner of War of the Arovages, he belongs of right 
tohim who either ſeized him in fight, or took him 
runnigg away, being then brought to this Iſland, he 
keeps him ſafe in his houſe, and after he has made 
him faſt four or five dates, produces him upon ſome 
ſolemn day of debauch to ſerve for a publick Sacrifice 
to the Immortal hatred of his Countreymen toward 
that Nation. If any of their enemies dye on the place 
of battel, they cat them there before they leave 1t, 
they deſign for ſlavery only the young maids and 
Women taken in the War. They have taſted of all 
the Nations that frequented them, and upon expert- 
ence afthrm that the French are the, moſt tender, and 
the Spaniards the hardeſt fleſh of digeſtion, but now, 
they feed on no Chriſtians ar all.

The Engliſh who planted 
themſelyes there in 1628. aud are ſtill Poſſeſſors there: 
of, being now about three or four Thouſand Inhadte 
rants, drive a very handſome Trade with Sugar, Git 
gtr, Tobacco and Cotton, which they exchange for other 
conveniencies, 1t 15 the beſt goyerned of any of the Cu 
ribee Iſlands, impartial juſtice being admimiſtred, and- 
all debauchery and immorality ſeverely punifhed by a 
Council of the moſt Eminent and Ancient Inhabitants. 
There are three Churches erc&ed for the Service of 
God; And for the ſecurity of Veſſels in the Road, 
there isa Fort, wherein are planted ſeveral great Guns, 
that command ar a great diſtance, which hkewiſe ſe 
cure their Scorchouſes, into which all the Commodl- 
ties 1umported tor the uſe of the Inhabitants are diſpoſed, 
and from thence diſtributed ro thoſe that have occaſi- 
on for them ; lt is indifferent Fruitful, and hath {tore } | 
of Deer, and other Game for Hunting. | 
In rhis Iſland there are Lizards five Foot in length, 
and a Foot about, their ſkins are of diyers C010.5, 
accordg 
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according to the different Soil they are bred in, ſome 
of them. have cheir Scales and Skin ſo glittering, that 
ata diſtance they look like rich Cloth of Gold and v1I- 
yer, they have four Feer, each with five Claws, and 
rery ſharp Nails, they run faſt and climb Trees dexre- 
rouſly, and whether they love Men or are ſtupi.1, thry 
ſtand fill, looking on the Huncimen, ſuffering chem 
puta 51n witha runaing knot about their Necks, 
which 1s faſtened ro the end of a Pole, whereby rhey 
pztthem off che Trees where they reſt tyem(clves ; 
Their Jaws are wide, with very ſharp Tcerh, their 
Tongues thick, and they hold falt what they carch with 
their Teeth, which are not arc all venemous, the Fe:nales 
layEgo3 about che bigne(s of Woodcocks,theShell is ſofr, 
which they lay deep in the Sand on the Sea-ſhores 
to be hatched by the Sun, they arc ſometimes 
earen though difliked by many. The Annl:s 1s 
another creature very conmmn in all the Plan- 
tations, about the bigne(3 of a Lizard, but rhe head 
longer, the Skin yellowiſh, and on their backs the 
have green, blew and gray ſtreaks drawn fro n tie top 
ot the head to the end of che Tail, they live in holes 
under ground, whence in the night they make a very 
loud and imporrunate noiſe, in the day they are con- 
tinually wandring about Cotrages for lubfiſtence.

Thele two Gentlemen having thus taken poſſeſſion of 
the Iſland, left ſome men therein to ſecure it, and re- 
turned for the further eſtabliſhment of theſe Coloe 
nies, to their reſpe&ive Countreys ; But before they 
parted hence, ſuſpeting ſome private Intelligence 
berween the Indians and Spaniards: for deſtroving all 
the Englii and French in their abſence, they 1n one 
night rid their hands of the moſt fatious of that Natl- 
on, and ſoon afrer forced all the reft, who were got 
together 1n ſeveral Bodies and ſtood upon their Guard, 
ro retire to ſome other Iſlands, and leave that to their 
diſpoſal. Afrer this they both returned home, where 
their Conqueſts and Proceedings being approved of 
by the Kings their Maſters, they returned with recrul's 
of men 1n the quality of Governors, and Licutenants 
under the Rings of Great B-itain and France, and hv- 
ng divided the Ifland according to their firſt Apree- 
ment, and the Engliſh having plentiful Proviſions from 
Londen, proſpered much more than the French, who 
wanted neccflary afliſtance. 

In 1629. a powerfull Fleet from Spain under D* 
Frederick at Totzdo had received order from that King, 
that before he. fell down to the Havana, he hou 
tou c 
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roueh ar Sr, Chri/tophers, and force thence all the Ex- 
elihand French, who had planted themſelves there 
for ſome years before; This Navy conſiſted of twenty 
four great Ships of Burden, and fifficen Frigors, who 
firſt ſerzed ſome Englih Ships lying at Anchor near the 
Ifle of Mevis 3; And then came and caſt Anchor 1n the 
Road of St. Chri/tophers, in the French Divifioms and 
the Forts of hoth Colonies heing 115t 1n a condition to

Proviſions, nay all the Forces of ri;* Natjons in Con» 
junction, not being avle ro have opnoſed fo great an 
army, 1t was a great diſcouragement to them, yet re-

the French forſook the INland. ts Imbarguing

Some endeavouring to eſcape by Sea, Or i: [rer then» 
ſelves in the Mountains, while others {omen hat more 
couragious, ſent Deputies to Don Fr edeyich ro propoie 
an accommodation ; Bur all the anſwer they received 


. was, an expreſs command immediately to depart the 


Iſland, or tobe treated with that Rigour, which the 
Law of Arms permits to be uſed toward thoſe who 
wrongfully poſſeſs what helongs not ro chem, and to 
ſpeed their departur=, he ordered thoſe Eng1i Ships 
raken at Mevis ſhould bs reſtored to them, wherein 
they ſhould Imbarque Inſtantly for England, and be- 
cauſe itwas impoſſible thoſe Veſſels ſhould conrain 
ſo great a number, * he permitred the reft to continue 
in the Ile till chey had{opportunity of Tranſportation.

turning from Fer2zambuct in Braſil, being driven by foul 

weather upon this Coaſt, chanced to fall upon h1s 

Iſland, and anchoring before ir ſtaid ſome time to in- 
form themſelves of the nature thereof, which was ſo 
exceedingly over-grown with Woods that they could 
find no Champion or S2vara's for men to dwell in, 
nor any Beaſts bur a mulcicude of Swine, which the 
Portugals put aſhoar long before for breed, 1f they 
ſhould at any time be caſt on that ſhoar in foul wea- 
ther, and the fruits and roors that grew there afforded 
lo great plenty of food as they multiplied abundantly, 
o that the Natives of the other Iſlands uſe ro come 

thither a hunting ; This diſcovery being rnade, and 
advice given to their Friends in England, other Ships 
were ſenr, and having cur down the Woods, and

So that 1n a ſhort time they grew very conſideravle, 
eſpecially when their Sugar Canes were grown, and 
they had learned the Arr of making Sugar 3 The In- 
habirants which conſiſt of Englih, Scotch, ii, with 
fome few Dutch,. French and eros, were lately calcue 
lated to be above fifty Thouſand, and the Negro 4 
about an hundred Thouſand; So thar thicy can In 4 
ſhore rime arm Ten Thouſand $giting men, wile! 
with the natural advantage of the place, 1s able to dery 
the moſt poteut Enemy, as the Spaniards have 19nd

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to thr coſt, having in vain aſlauired it ſeveral times, 

[tr ha:n only one River or rather a Lake which runs 
nt far into the Land, yet the Country lying low, and 
level rhey have divers Ponds, and are ſup»;\td with 
Rain Water by making Ciiterns in their Houes; The 
Air 1s v. ry hot for eight nienths, ar.d- would te more 
in upportabie were it not for the cool breezes viich 
rite with the San, and blow ſill freiher as thar grows 
higher, but alivays trom the Northeaſt cxcepr in the 
Tarn21o, and then it chyp. about t9 the South an hour 
or two, and afrer returns as lfore, the o'iter four 
mcncis are not {o not, bur [1 e the a'r of Ergland avout 
the mtyaie of May, and though they (car yet find 
toc tuch rain'nvf as in Ernelud in Avg, netther are 
they thirly unſcls overncated with labour or ſtrong 
drink. Their Bread 15 made of the coor cf a tmall 
Tree or Shru> which they call Caſſaty, and account 
ic wholicme and nouriſhing. 

They have a drink called Mybbie made of Potatoes ; 
Another named Perino, which 1s reckoncd much better 
tough notaltogether ſo pleaſanr, matte ly the I: a'd 
for weir o4n driniing of the Caſſayy Root, winch ot 
Ic felt 15 a flrong Poyfon, and tins they cauſe their old 
Wom:n whoſe Bre.th and Teeth have been rau:ted 
Witt many ſeveral Poxes, ro chew and ſpit out inro the 
Waicr, bir the better breaking and maceraring the 
Royvr, aad inthree or four hours this juice will work 
and purge it {.if of the poyſoneus quality, for the old 
Wemens poyſnous Breath and the Poyſon of the 
C://:Ly Dcing oppoſites, work with ſuch vehemency as 
£11::{t each other as they ſpend their poy ſonous qualt-

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excellent Fiſh, many kinds not known to us, as the - 


green Turtle, who coming in with the Tyde, lye ups 
on the Sands till rhe next return, 'and are eaſily talten 
in the Lucaic: I{lind:, though not 1n this, but ſent 
hicher ;-For it 1s but rurnine them on their Backs wich 
ſtaves, and there they lye till they are ferchr away ; A 
Jarge Turtle ( as we have mentioned ) will have jn 
her body ha!fa Bufſhel of Eggs which ſhe lays in the 
Sind, where they are hatcht by the Sun. When you 
are tO ki!l one of theſe Fiſhes, you-lay him on his Back 
on a Table, and when he ſces you come with a Knife 
in your hand to kill him, he ſends forth the moſt gric- 


vous ſighs that ever were heard, and fheds Tears in * 


aundance, afcer he 15 opened, and his Heart taken 
out, 1f you lay it in a Diſh, it will fiir and pant ten 
hours after *he Fiſh 1s dead, there 15s no more de- 
licate 1n taſt, nor more nouriſhing than he. 

This Iſland may be divided into Maſters, Servants 
and Slaves; The Matters live in all aftluence of plea- 
ſure and delight, the Servants after five years be- 
come Freemen of the Iſland, and then imploy the:r 
time as may be moſt to their advanrage ; but the Negro- 
Slaves and their Children being in Bondage for ever, 
are preſerved with greater care 3 but uſed with ſuch 
ſeverity, occaiioned a great Conſpiracy againft 
their Maſters ome years ſince, which was fo cloſely 
carried as no dzſcovery was made Unull the day before 
It was to be ated, and then one of them eicher failing 
of his courage, or out of love to his Maſter, dilcover- 
ed and prevented ir, for which many of them were 
put to death, asa terror to the reſt, who being ſo nu- 
merous might prave dangerous, bur that they are kept 
1n ſuch ſtri& aw, and nor ſuffered to touch or handle a 
Weapon, ſo that nothing is more terrible to chem than 
Gunlhot; and beſides being of different Countreys, 


they ſpeak divers Languages, and do not underſtand 


one another 3 For in iome of thoſe places 1n Africa, 
where petty Kingdoms are, they ſel] their Subjects, 


and ſuch as they take in Eartel, whom they make 
Slaye-

202 - A Profpeft of Barbadoes, 
Slaves, yea ſome poor Men ſell their Servants, their 
Children, and ſometimes their Wives, for ſuch Traf. 
fick as our Merchants bring them ;} When they are 
brought hither, che Planters-buy them out of the Ship, 
where they fird chem ſtark naked, and thereforecan- 
not be deceived in any outward Infirmity, chuſing 
them as they do Horſes in a Market, the ſtrongeſt, 
youthfuleſt and moſt beautiful yield the preateſt 
price; Thirty Pound Sterling for a Man, and Twenty 
five fora Woman, 1s uſual; if they buy any that have nc 
Wives, they will come to their Maſter: and complain 
they cannot live without, and he provides them one 
by the next Ships 3 Religion they have none, yer ſeem 
to acknowyledpe a God, by looking up to Heaven for 
revenge when they are wronged ; One Negro Woman 
being brought to Bed of two Children, her Hucband 
provided a Cord-to hang her as falſe to him, but the 
Overſeer prevented it, by telling him it was common 
with the Engli Women, and they liked them the 
better, yet ifhe were reſolved to Hang her, he ſhould 
beHanged himſelf by her,the fear of which hindred him. 

The chief Towns in this Iſle are Sr. Michaels for- 
merly called Bridge-Town, Little Briſtol, Sr. James, and 
Charles-Town, with other Pariſhes of leſs note, and 
ſeveral Bays on the Seacoaſts. The Goverment i: by 
Laws agreeable to rhoſe in England ; For which they 
nave Courts of Judicature, Juſtices of Peace, Conſta- 
bles, Church-wardens and the like. The 1Nand ts very 
ſtrong as wellby nature as Art; It is divided into cle- 
ven PrecinQs, wherein are fourteen Churches and 
Chappels, the whole fo filled with Houſes that it may 
almoſt ſeem one Great Town. There is a Fiſh called 
a Rock-fih taken neer this Iland, which 1s red, Intc:- 
mixt with ſeveral other colours very.delightful to the 
Eye; And a great Fly called by the Indians Cucuy!: 
which gives ſuch a great light, in the night that it is cal- 
led the Flying Torch of America, not only guiding th: 
Traveller by ſhewing his way 1n the night, bur with the 
alliſtance of this light a man may eaſily write and reac!

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the ſmalleſt print; The Indians having theſe Flyes 
faftened to their hands and feer go a hunting all night 


by the light of them, which the famous Dabartas thus

| er 1s ſcituate 1n ſeventeen. or ejghteen Degrees 
of North Latitude, irs ſhape fomewhar oval being a- 
bout 170 miles long, and about ſeventy broad, in the 
midſt whereot runs a continued ridg of highMountains, 
ſo thar ſome have compared the Iſland to a ſaddle ; 
from hence flow divers freſh ſprings, which cauſe many 
Rivers to the preat refreſhment of the Inhabitants 3 It 
came into the poſſeſſion of the Engliſh upen this occafion.

In 1559, five hundred Spaniards under Don 
Cori topher Arnaldo Safer landed inthis INlind, and be- 
ganto fortifie themſ: [ves at a place called Sr. Ann, but 
were fiercely ſet upon by the Englith, and forced to 
fly inco the Woods and Mountains ; and another body 
of three hundred Spaniards, having fortified themſelves 
at Chareras in the North of this Iſland, were by the 
then Governor Collonel Doyly driven quite our cf 
taeir hold, Don Franciſco de Prencia, the Maeſtro del 
Campo wich others taken, many killed, and rhe reſt ut- 
tecly diſperſed. | 

This grand diſaſter with many petty ill ſucceſſes 
cauſed the Spaniards to diſpair of regaining the Ifland, 
an | to $'1ip off moit of their Place and Women, and 
the N-gr0's finding the greateſt part of their Maſters 
to be dead, killed the Governour, and declined all 
obcdi-nce to rhe Spniards, clfing themſelves a Black 
for their Governour, and ſich was the weakneſs of 
the Sp2nizrds, that inſtead of correRing them they 
were forced to beg their a{liftance, which yet would 
nor prevail, for ſoon aftcr they ſubmitted to the Engl 
Government, and made Diſcoveries of the *paniards 
and Negro's that would nor join with them; whereup- 
on the next year the Spaniards quite deſerted rhe 
Ind, except thirty or forty of rheir Slaves who be-
